noisy scenes, the public buildings 
hill, carrying $20,000,000 teas pass-1 
ad, with only five dem ocratic votes 
recorded against it.

The increase of nearly $40,000,- 
000 in the expenditures th is veal 
is due to the 
fact th at tw o great 
“pork barrels’* of 
legislation were 
distributed am ong the hungry sta te s­ 
men. They were the rivers and h a r­ 
bors bill and th e 
public building 
bill. 
In the past it has bean custo­ 
mary to open these barrels in a lte r­ 
nate years, but this 
year the con­ 
gressmen wanted o feast of all th at 
the legislative table afforded. 
The 
rivers and harbors 
bill, 
carrying 
about $50,000,000 has been aw ait­ 
ing the president's 
signature for 
some tim e. 
It has 
been reported 
that he has thus far refrained from 
signing it to see how congress act­ 
ed in the closing days. 
There has been a saving this year 
of about $30,000,000 
in ordinary 
appropriations but owing to th e op­ 
ening of the tw o “ pork 
barrels," 
the sam e year, th e grand total ot 
the appropriations is unprecedented. 
More Public nodding* 
W hen the public buildings appro­ 
priations m easure reached the aen- 
ate Senator Scott IR ., W. Va.) in ­ 
stantly subm itted the report of his 
committee on it, raising the total 
from tw enty-one m illion to tw enty- 
six m illions of dollars. 
This quick 
action broke all records.

HIC AGO.

WASHINGTON, D. C„ June 21.- 
The first glim pse of the big stick 
which legislators 
have 
seen since 
March 4, 1909, came today when 
President T aft cancelled his New H a­ 
ven trip and declared he was here to 
stay as long as necessary to accom ­ 
plish a "satisfactory” postal savings 
bank bill. 
His announcem ent is apt to pre­ 
cipitate a big fight, as the in su r­ 
gents and dem ocrats in the senate 
evidently have solem nly set out to 
force changes in the bill, which the 
president dem ands the senate accept 
w ithout am endm ent. 
The president 
is 
angry clear 
through. 
A fter he had "paved the 
way” for the senate to accept the 
house bill and had been assured th at 
the m easure would go through w ith­ 
out a hitch, he feels indignant be­ 
cause several senators have refused 
to fulfill this program . The executive, 
it is said, declared today th at he was 
ready to stay here all sum m er in or­ 
der to m ake certain th a t the postal 
bill passed. 
The dem ocrats and insurgents in 
the senate say th a t the senate w ork­ 
ed over a bill, perfected it, and adopt­ 
ed it and th at it is not w ithin reason 
to ask them tom orrow to adopt as a 
substitute a m easure entirely differ­ 
ent. 
They say they are in no way 
bound by any prom ise th a t m ay have 
been m ade to the president by the 
regular republicans. 
Feels for Insurgents 
The president 
believes 
th at the 
senate m easure is a special privilege 
bill. He also feels pledged to stand by 
the house bill because of the fact 
th at a num ber of house insurgents 
went so far as to caucus on the bill 
and departed from th eir insurgency 
enough to take the unprecedented 
step of voting for the rule by which 
it was passed in the house. The pres­ 
ident feels th a t he ought to stand 
by these men. 
The inform ation th a t a num ber 
of senators had planned a filibuster 
against the m easure came 
to 
the 
president last night. He sat up-until 
late reviewing the situation and w ent 
to his office today determ ined to 
fight. If the m easure goes to confer 
ence he believes th a t an attem pt 
will be made to w rite in "special 
privilege legislation” and he has been 
assured th a t the house will not adopt 
any such m easure. 
Bailey Is Game 
Senator Bailey, dem ocrat of Texas, 
who yesterday declared he was ready 
to filibuster against the bill to in­ 
crease the efficiency of the engineer 
corps, was in conference with the 
president today. W hen he emerged 
th ere was no let up to his beliger 
ency. 
"They'll either have to abandon 
th a t bill, or they will be here through 
A ugust,’ he shouted over his shoul 
der to the new spaper men. 
Mrs. T aft also cancelled her con 
tem plated trip to New Haven and 
will rem ain here with the president 
for the present.

aroused great resentm ent in Berlin 
and resulted in denials on 
every 
hand. 
A m em ber of the em peror's 
entourage, presum ably speaking offi­ 
cially, m ade the following answ er to 
Doyen’s “diagnosis" of the 
k aiser’s 
trouble: 
"The beer story is impossible. The 
kaiser has been practically a teeto­ 
taler for some years and never did 
indulge freely in 
beer, 
liquor 
or 
wine. 
Even at the state banquets 
the kaiser 
refrains from 
drinking 
cham pagne, substituting in place of 
it a non-alcoholic beverage 
resem ­ 
bling wine in color only. 
"B arely six weeks ago the kaiser 
publicly condemned the students of 
H eidelberg for th eir beer drinking. 
In the k aiser’s stu d en t days, when a 
German youth is supposed to enjoy 
the greatest freedom , he was decided- 
tem perate and has never been 
otherw ise. 
The only beer the kaiser 
ever drank was the lightest brew and 
ie has not touched 
even 
this for 
th ree years." 
The kaiser starts 
for 
Kiel W ed­ 
nesday to w itness the naval regatta. 
It is set forth by Berlin au th o ri­ 
ties 
th a t 
the 
Frenchm an's "diag­ 
nosis’’ was a m atter of national ri­ 
valry as the French 
drink 
wine 
freely, and even though the K aiser 
did d rin k beer freely, 
th is could 
not possibly harm 
him , so long as 
he used ordinary m oderation in its 
consum ption.

The prisoners were taken by the 
police in the early hours of tb s 
m orning as they alighted from an 
autom obile in which they had been 
riding all night. 
The 
woman had 
$1, 500 in her clothes when taken. 
Both Mrs. Johnson and W ebb refus­ 
ed to m ake any statem ent regarding 
the sudden disappearance of Johnson 
and the subsequent finding of his 
body. 
Johnson disappeared 
m ysterious­ 
ly from his hotel 
and the police 
have been searching for him, sus­ 
pecting m urder. 
W hen 
the 
body 
was found in the Union Depot it had 
been forced into a tru n k m uch too 
sm all to hold it. 
The m an had been 
m urdered and his body m utilated. 
The m urder was 
discovered and 
the body disclosed 
when 
hum an 
'blood seeped th ro u g h -the tru n k up­ 
on the depot platform w here it was 
standing. 
A truckm an directed the 
attention of th e police to the tru n k 
and Johnson’s room in a local hotel 
was exam ined. 
It was 
found in 
great disorder 
w ith the m attress 
Wood soaked and th e walls of the 
room stained. 
t 
F ou g h t F o r Life 
There were m any evidences of a 
desperate struggle, 
show ing 
th a t' 
Johnson had fought 
hard ag ainst 
his m urderer or m urderers. Suspi­ 
cion was directed to W ebb w hen it 
was learned th a t he occupied a room, 
in the hotel across the hall from 
th a t occupied by 
Johnson. W hen 
taken to the police station, W ebb 
adm itted to th e desk sergeant th a t 
he knew Johnson b u t said he last 
saw th e slain m an alive "down a t 
the union depot." 
W ebb was la te r 
identified by th e police as a Seat­ 
tle real estate agent. 
Johnson and 
th e woman supposed to be his wife' 
recently sold a farm at K ent, n ear 
Seattle, for $1,500. The m oney found 
on the woman when she w as arrest­ 
ed is believed to be the proceeds of 
this sale. 
D ragged and Robbed 
The police found w hat they allege 
is valuable 
evidence 
w hen 
they 
searched W ebb. 
In one of his pock­ 
ets was a watch which Mrs. John­ 
son identified as the property of h er 
husband. 
Two blood stained hand­ 
kerchiefs were found in an o th er poc­ 
ket. 
It is the theory of the police 
th a t Johnson’s slayers drugged him 
before he was slain; th a t he stra g ­ 
gled desperately before 
subm itting 
to the d rug and th a t he w as th en 
deliberately m urdered as he lay un­ 
conscious.
